Jean Valjean was a stakes winner of high class 
and great speed. His sire, *Stefan the Great, was 
also a stakes winner in England of high class. The 
blood of The Tetrarch through *Stefan the Great 
is carrying on through his sons and daughters 
both here and in England, through horses of the 
highest class. Tolgus by *Stefan the Great sired 
Lovely Rosa, winner of the Epsom Oaks. Blue 
Peter, winner of the Epsom Derby and St. Leger, 


is out of a daughter of *Stefan the Great. In 
America in 1943 and 1944, Boojiana, Matron Stakes 
and $27,951: Stefanita, Alabama Stakes and $72,360; 
Plebiscite, Flash Stakes and $27,810; Red Sonnet; 
and Peace Chance, a Leading Sire, were out of 
daughters of *Stefan the Great. Stephanie by 
*Stefan the Great produced the dam of Count 
Fleet, Triple Crown, mile in 1:3445 at two (world's 
record) and $250,300. 


Jeanne Bowdre, dam of Jean Valjean produced the winners of $163,500 


Jeanne Bowdre was a stakes winner of 10 races 
and a filly of extreme speed. In the stud she pro- 
duced 12 foals, 10 winners from 11 starters, includ- 
ing the stakes winners Jean Lafitte, sire of stakes 
winners: Jean Valjean, sire of 14 stakes winners: 
Grand Slam, sire of 3 stakes winners in his first 
crop that included Ogma, $21,950; Seven Hearts, 
$112,830; and Devil’s Thumb, $62,875, and winner of 
5 successive two-year-old stakes at Saratoga. 

Jeanne Bowdre’s daughters are breeding on. 
Silver Beauty by *Stefan the Great, full sister to 
Jean Valjean, produced War Beauty, winner of the 
Selima Stakes and $42,840, and the promising young 
sire Silver Horde, sire of the stakes winner Cava- 
torta. 


Jeanne Bowdre's sire, Luke McLuke, was a stay- 
ing son of Ultimus inbred to Domino. Luke Mc- 
Luke was also inbred to the great stayers Isonomy 
and Doncaster, both winners of the Ascot Gold 
Cup. Trenton, maternal grandsire of Luke Mc- 
Luke, was an Australian stayer of note. Luke Mc- 
Luke won the Belmont Stakes and sired in addi- 
tion to Jeanne Bowdre, Anita Peabody, Futurity 
and $113,105 (from a daughter of The Tetrarch): 
Nellie Morse, Pimlico Oaks, Preakness and $73,565, 
and dam of Nellie Flag. winner of the Matron 
Stakes and $59,665. Nellie Flag is dam of Mar- 
Kell, winner of Spinaway, Beldame and $84,365, and 
of Nellie L.. winner of Kentucky Oaks, Acorn 
Stakes and $20,320.

Elmendorf 


PRING weather in Kentucky, as natives know 
and visitors speedily find out, is like the little 

girl who had the little curl. But last week this 
bystander caught a genuine Tiffany-built after- 
noon and turned it into a visit to P. A. B. Wide- 
ner’s deep-meadowed Elmendorf. The idea was 
to make a quick trip and look at a few foals, but 
as you may imagine it didn’t work out that way, 
and when the afternoon was over we had seen, 
and in most cases rubbed the nose of, every horse 
on the place from a three-hour-old filly by Un- 
breakable—* Destiny II, by Asterus, to the 21- 
year-old Chance Shot. If there is any better way 
to spend an afternoon this corner knows nothing 
of it. When you can see a broodmare, the stal- 
lions she is bred to, and her suckling, her year- 
ling, and in some cases her 2-year-old, you are 
virtually in the middle of an illustrated lecture on 
the inheritance of physical characteristics. 

Chance Shot, whose nose you had better leave 
alone, is carrying his age exceptionally well; he 
really looks little different from the way he did 
when this observer made his acquaintance some 
ten years ago. He is a bay, and thus does not 
have the flaming coat of the Fair Plays, but he 
has the structure and the flaming spirit. And al- 
though I suppose a man could make plenty of mis- 
takes about it, there is a somewhat intangible 
quality shared by the outstanding members of this 
tribe. A horse gallops in a paddock, stops, throws 
up his head in a familiar way, and you say, “Fair 
Play.” You will be right more often than wrong, 
which is a good percentage in horse breeding. 

Roman, whose first foals are 2-year-olds this 
year, is filling out into a very powerful stallion. 
He was an extremely fast race horse, as you may 
imagine from his six furlongs in 1:10 under 140 
pounds in the Fall Highweight Handicap of 1941, 
and he has the great hindquarters and the heavy 
muscle associated with such speed. 

*Ambrose Light, a French-bred son of Pharos, 
and owned by Mrs. P. A. B. Widener, is making 
his second season at Elmendorf. He was quite ¢ 
good horse in France and England, winning 
stakes in both countries, but he was not much in- 
terested in distances beyond a mile. He is, how- 
ever, well let down in knees and hocks, and on con- 
formation alone he suggests no distance limita- 
tion. Later on we had a look at the first of his 
foals dropped at Elmendorf, a straightly made, 
short-backed colt out of the Haste mare Breath- 
less. This bystander draws the line at estimating 
the racing qualities of a foal a few weeks old, but 
this one seems well put together, and he can run 
like the devil because I saw him do it. 

The other stallion is Unbreakable, bred here but 
raced in England. The farm is_ particularly 
anxious for him to do well, since he is a son of 
*Sickle, long a mainstay of Elmendorf breeding. 
He is an inch or so taller than *Sickle, and he 
has a good deal of the fineness of his sire’s head. 
He is also something of a favorite because he is 
extremely easy to handle. His best representative 
last year was Polynesian, a colt which plagued 
Trainer Morris Dixon considerably by becoming 
almost paralyzed, and then recovered to win the

NE of the favorites among the new arrivals is 

a colt by Blue Larkspur out of the *Teddy 
mare Carla. Carla herself is a mare of unusual 
appearance. Her third dam is by Man 0’ War, 
and she has evidently inherited a good deal more 
from him than numerical expectancy would sug- 
gest. The production of foals is hardly caleu- 
lated to improve a filly’s figure, but she looks 
about 30 days from a race. As she came up to 
the fence, the colt cantering briskly beside her, 
this observer was a little startled to learn that the 
foal lacked some hours of being two days old; he 
handled himself with the assurance of two or 
three weeks. Another very recent arrival was a 
day-old Johnstown filly out of William du Pont’s 
mare Gold Seeker, winner of the Chesapeake and 
the Gazelle Stakes of 1936. 

Misty Isle, a *Sickle mare which won six stakes, 
including the Matron, has three foals on_ the 
farm, a suckling colt by Eight Thirty, a quite 
handsome filly by Roman, and a 2-year-old filly by 
Eight Thirty, the latter having been becalmed by 
a broken hoof, now almost completely grown out 
again. She is not very big herself, and she breeds 
rather small, but her foals keep right on growing. 
Ormonda’s daughter, Miss Brief, has a smart filly 
by War Admiral; the farm sold a full brother last 
year for $20,000. 

Most of the other foals, being a little older, 
were running with their dams in a big rolling 120- 
acre paddock, and no matter how often you see it, 
a Thoroughbred nursery affords no finer sight 
than mares and foals racing together through the 
fields. Of course a broodmare isn’t going to break 
your watch, and she moves with something less 
than the grace of the antelope, but these were 
under full sail, and the amazing thing is to watch 
their foals of from two to six weeks, made up 
largely of four legs and a squirrel’s tail, keeping 
up with them. Every now and then one would 
become aware he had dropped 50 yards or so be- 
hind his dam, and he’d level off and dig in, and 
the gap would close. And, as Manager Glen Tom- 
linson pointed out, they were running almost 
stride for stride with the mares. This isn’t quite 
literally true, but they were covering a startling 
amount of ground with each stride, not more than 
a foot or two less than their dams. 

A little later we saw them brought in for the 
night, and among those noted briefly were Fair- 
day, which Mr. Widener says is the youngest Fair 
Play mare alive (she is 15), with a colt by Un- 
breakable; Drury Lane and her colt by Reigh 
Count, owned by Mr. Widener’s son (the mare is 
by Haste, and this is an obvious reproduction of 
Count Fleet’s pedigree); Black Queen and _ her 
colt by Chance Shot, a full brother to the stakes 
filly Perida; Waygal and her filly by *Heliopolis; 
Roman’s sister Offensive and her filly by Chance 
Shot; and New Dawn, with a colt by Chance Shot, 
this being an approximation of the pedigree of 
the Belmont Stakes winner Peace Chance (by 
Chance Shot—Peace), since New Dawn is a 
daughter of Peace. 


The Yearlings 


AST year, for the first time, Elmendorf. sold 
its yearlings by auction, and this year will do 
so again. Not all of them, of course, since there 
are considerably more yearlings than the farm 
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has places in the Keeneland sale. The vagaries of 
sex distribution last year gave Elmendorf about 
three fillies to one colt, and so the colts and as 
many fillies as the sales company will take will 
make up this year’s consignment. 

Of the colts, my own choice was a very flashy 
one by Eight Thirty out of the Pharos mare *“Jez- 
abel II, whose half-brother by Bull Lea made 
$40,000 at the sale last year. Eight Thirty seems 
to be getting foals almost as handsome as himself 
and this one, a chestnut with three white stock- 
ings, is most attractive. But there were minority 
reports for the Roman—*La Roseraie (a_half- 
brother to “Ambrose Light and owned by Mrs. 
Widener), the *“Mahmoud—*Maitresse Royale, 
and the Roman—Breathless. The biggest, how- 
ever, is a colt by Unbreakable—*Forsythia, which 
lost his dam at foaling and was brought up on a 
Percheron mare and not content with that was 
found to be suckling every mare in the field that 
would let him. 

Mr. Widener is understandably planning to 
keep most of his “Sickle fillies for the stud. This 
is the last crop of that excellent sire, and Elmen- 
dorf rather desperately wanted a colt from it. Of 
seven mares in foal to *Sickle, the first six 
dropped fillies. At long last the seventh dropped 
a colt, but it died no great while after. There are 
some lovely fillies in the lot, but nobody knows yet 
which ones will be kept. Roman has three, from 
Misty Isle, Miss Brief, and Wayabout respective- 
ly, that seem exceptionally good, and at least two 
of these are to be sold. Two others running with 
these are the property of Viscount Adair, and are 


to be sold in his name. These are by Chance 
Shot—Waterford (the mare is a sister to Un- 
breakable) and Roman—*Euchre. Lord Adair 


bought the mares, which are eligible to the Gen- 
eral Stud Book, and is selling the yearlings, which 
are not. 


Addenda 


FEW horses which are to be put in training 

are still at Elmendorf. These include the 
rather good Concordian, by *Sickle—Peace, and 
a winner of three races at two last year, the 4- 
year-old Adaptable, which Mr. Dixon will be 
presently educating for steeplechasing, and the 
2-year-old Eight Thirty—Misty Isle filly which 
has been broken but never trained. 

Mention of this filly starts the reflection that 
Misty Isle’s suckling colt is the first of his sex 
in his immediate family for an unconscionable 
time. The farm has an unusual concentration of 
mares from the family. Old Zephyretta, now a 
pensioner, is turned out there. Her daughter 
Seven Pines is still in production, and three of 
Seven Pines’ daughters, including Misty Isle, 
are in the stud. With Misty Isle’s two fillies, a 
yearling and a 2-year-old, this makes seven fe- 
male members of the family and four generations.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


New Permit in New Jersey 


PROVISIONAL permit to construct and op- 

erate a track in Raritan Township, Middlesex 
County, New Jersey, between Metuchen and New 
Brunswick, was granted last week by the New 
Jersey Racing Commission. Under the present 
New Jersey law, only four tracks are allowed, 
and the latest permit completes the number the 
commission can issue. Besides Garden State 
Park, which had been in operation for several 
years, the commission last year issued provisional 
permits for the post-war construction of a track 
12 miles from Atlantic City, to be operated by the 
Atlantic City Racing Association, and another to 
be known as Elkwood Park, at Oceanport, in 
Monmouth County, to be operated by the Mon- 
mouth Park Jockey Club. 

The site for the track under the latest permit 
would probably make it New Jersey’s most acces- 
sible course to New York City, as it would be lo- 
cated close to the main line of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. It would also be between U. S. highway 
routes 25 and 27. The course in Monmouth Coun- 
ty, adjacent to the Jersey shore, would also be 
hardly an hour’s train ride from New York City. 
Each could have a maximum of 50 days of racing. 

The group backing the latest New Jersey track 
is called the North Jersey Racing Association. 
President of the organization is William J. Brew- 
ster, a contractor of Hackensack; the vice presi- 
dent is William H. Cane, of Jersey City, head of 
the trotting track at Goshen, N. Y.; and the sec- 
retary-treasurer is Archibald Gold, of New York 
City. Last August this same group had applied 
for a license to conduct a meeting at a track to 
be built in Wayne Township, Passaic County. 

Shortly after the announcement of the permit 
for the track in Raritan Township, church leaders 
in New Brunswick announced their opposition to 
the construction of a race course in the vicinity 
and said they would take steps to prevent it. The 
president of nearby Rutgers University also 
voiced his disapproval. 


Tentative Plans in Kentucky 


Representatives of Churchill Downs and Keene- 
land Race Course met in Lexington last week to 
discuss plans for Kentucky’s 1945 spring racing 
season if the ban is lifted in time to permit racing. 
Present from Churchill Downs were Sam H. Me- 
Meekin, secretary of the Louisville track, Stanley 
Hugenberg, treasurer, and Tom Young, superin- 
tendent. Keeneland Association was represented 
by President Hal Price Headley and Keeneland 
Race Course by General Manager George B. 
(Brownie) Leach. 

No definite plan was adopted except that Keene- 
land would conduct a short meeting at the Louis- 
ville track in advance of Churchill Downs’ own 
spring program. Leslie Combs II, chairman of the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission, had luncheon 
with the group.

Over-All Sire Records 
HE annual statistics on the 
over-all records of a number of prominent 

American sires appears on the opposite page, 

embracing, this time, the stud performances of 48 

stallions, living and recently deceased. The horses 

are arranged, as usual, in the order of their aver- 
age earnings per registered foal. 

At the head of the list stands the name of Equi- 
poise, which died in August, 1938, after a brief 
stud career comprising three full seasons and a 
part season. The famous son of Pennant and 
Swinging got only 74 registered foals, but among 
them were four horses which won more than 
Shut Out, Attention, Bolingbroke, and 
Equifox, all of them now in the stud. (Equifox is 
also in training.) 

Among the living sires the highest average per 
foal is that of *Bull Dog (*Teddy—Plucky 
Liege), which has spent his Ba stud career at 
Coldstream Stud, Lexington. Next is the aging 
*St. Germans, which has stood both at the C. V. 
Whitney and Greentree Farms; his fertility has 
been impaired for several years, so that during 
the recent seasons of high stakes and purses he 
has had comparatively few representatives on the 
tracks. The syndicate-owned *Blenheim II, stand- 
ing at Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., is fourth, the 
world’s leading money winner Whirlaway being 
the principal contributor to his total. 

The 48 horses listed here are not presented as a 
comprehensive list of the “best” sires of recent 
years. They include the 20 leaders of 1944 (ex- 
cepting Bull Lea), along with a group of those 
which have been prominent in recent years, plus a 
few others whose foals are not numerous enough 
to give them a high ranking on the ordinary lists 
of leaders but whose averages are high. No sires 
are included which have not had at least three 
crops of foals to race, thus War Admiral and Bull 
Lea, among other s, are excluded. To a degree the 
list is arbitrary, since it is virtually impossible to 
compile such statistics on all prominent sires. 

The totals given at the bottom of the list are 
set down simply to indicate a sort of average for 
a group of this sort. It will be noted that the en- 
tire group is represented by 65 per cent winners 
and 10 per cent stakes winners, with $7,211 as the 
average earnings per foal. 

The figures used in making the compilations in- 
clude all monies, as given in the annual American 
Racing Manual. They take no account of foreign 
racing, or of foals got in other countries before 
the sires were imported to America

Ranking on Other Bases 


T needs to be emphasized that the evaluation of 
stallions is not a simple matter of statistics on 
their progeny, and the ranking by average earn- 
ings per foal is an arbitrary choice of one stand- 


ard. It should be considered along with other fig- 
ures included in the table—and still others, w hen- 
ever they are available. 


An important alternate ranking is that accord- 
ing to average earnings per placing. It is com- 
puted, of course, by dividing the total amount 
2arned by the number of times the get of the sire 
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have finished in the money (a figure not given in 
the printed table). It indicates roughly the class 
of the races, and hence the class of the get. It 
would be much better to have average earnings 
per start, but American statistics do not provide 
the raw material for such a compilation. 

The average per placing provides one of the 
earliest indexes to the success of a stallion. For 
instance, both Equipoise and Discovery gained 
high ranking in this category before their repu- 
tations were substantially established, and thus 
gave indication of the successes which came later, 
It is obvious that the younger sires are at some- 
thing of a disadvantage when ranked with older 


horses on the basis of average per foal, since a 
smaller proportion of their get will have com- 
pleted their racing records. On the basis of aver- 
age per placing this disadvantage is eliminated, 
but in some instances distortion takes place be-

Except in its extreme, the percentage of win- 
ners among the foals of a sire does not give a 
dependable clue to the merit of a sire. The ac- 
companying table shows a range from 53 to 79 
per cent, and several of the outstanding horses 
are closer to the bottom than to the top of. this 
ranking. There is, in fact, a tendency for the 
percentage of winners to decline in the case of a 
horse which has achieved a signal success as a 
sire. The most obvious speculative reason for 
this tendency is the reluctance of owners to place 
the middle-class get of great sires in races where 


they are matched against horses of their own 
class. 
This is especially important in the case of 


fillies, whose apparent breeding value is so great 
that owners avoid putting them in claiming races, 
which, until last year, comprised a much _ too 
large proportion of the contests on Amer ican race 
tracks. It seems likely, if last year’s trend away 
from claiming races is continued in the future, 
the percentage of winners among the get of such 
noted horses as Man o’ War and *Sir Gallahad 
III would be increased perceptibly. 

There remains no question, however, that a 
high percentage of winners over a considerable

The tabulation of total earnings suggests that 
when *Sir Gallahad III is displaced from the top 
of this list it will be by his full brother, *Bull 
Dog. The latter, foaled in 1927, is seven years 
younger than *Sir Gallahad III, has the most con- 
sistent record of high-class production of any 
stallion now in service, and has reached the 
height of his fame and consequently the height 
of his opportunity at a time when money is 
cheaper and more plentiful than at any time in 
the earlier history of racing. 


How Statistics Are Warped 


EADERS will be aware, of course, that no 

set of figures can ever appraise fully the 
worth of Thoroughbred sires and dams. They can 
only give, in blurred outlines, an indistinct pic- 
ture of the general stature, subject always to 
further qualifications. 

But the tremendous development of the Turf 
in recent years has served to throw the picture 
still more out of focus. As an instance, note the 
1944 earnings of the get of the leading 20 sires, 
as given in the American Racing Manual (an in- 
valuable compilation of statistics now ready for 
distribution from the offices of Daily Racing 
Form):

The lowest total on the above list is a trifle 
short of a quarter-million dollars. For contrast, 
on the list of leading sires for 1934 there were 
only five sires with totals above $100,000, and 
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the leader, *Sir Gallahad III, was credited with 
only $180,165. Tryster, which stood twentieth on 
the list, had a total of $80,120. 

But if we move back into the previous decade 
we find again, in some instances, totals which are 
nearer to the 1944 standard than to that of 1934, 

It is at once obvious that a sire whose first 
get came to the races, say, in 19532, when the de- 
pression cut deeply into the fortunes of the Turf, 
is at a mathematical disadvantage when his en- 
tire record is compared with that of a horse 
whose get have raced only since 1940 or there- 
abouts. In the face of these violent fluctuations 
in opportunities to earn money, the attempt to 
calibrate sires according to the money earned by 
their get is like measuring distance with a raw- 
hide yardstick. 

So, the next time the opportunity presents it- 
self for wasting some more time on statistics, I 
hope to make some adjustments which will come 
nearer to setting out the records of sires against 
a background of equalized opportunity. When 
the 1944 edition of Thoroughbred Sires and Dams 
is published by THE BLoop-HoRSE we shall have 
a five-year run of this series, which provides 
the means of compiling a new type of statistics, 
one which, I think, will be more revealing than 
anything heretofore attempted.

Calumet Dick 


At the 1933 Saratoga yearling sales the top 
price of $13,000 was paid by Warren Wright for 
a bay colt from Gallant Fox’s first crop out of 
*Martha Snow, by Sir Martin in the consignment 
of Arthur B. Hancock. Named Calumet Dick, the 
colt won only one race out of three starts at two 
for the Calumet Farm stable, with total 1934 
earnings of $750. This resulted in his heading 
the latter section of the department called “Bar- 
gain Yearlings of 1933 and the Reverse,” pub- 
lished in the 1934 American Racing Manual. 

Early in his career Calumet Dick was gelded, 
but at three he won only two races for Mr. 
Wright. As a 4-year-old in 1936 he raced most of 
the season in the Calumet Farm colors, but his 
last start for this stable was in a $2,500 claiming 
race at Saratoga. 

Passing into the hands of E. K. Bryson, Calu- 
met Dick later in the year won the Bowie Claim- 
ing Stakes, which might have served as an omen 
that he was finally destined to prove himself a 
horse of some class. In 1937 Calumet Dick started 
16 times, won eight races, all stakes, earning a 
total of $62,440 during the year. ; 

As a 6-year-old he started three times before 
being pensioned at the Elray Farm of G. R. Bry- 
son at Kingsville, Md., where he died on March 
28, 1945. Altogether he started 51 times, won 
17 races, finished second six times, third eight 
times, and earned a total of $72,515.

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The Turf Waits 
For More News 


OTHING affecting former Director James F. 
Byrnes’ recommendation that the curfew and 
racing ban be lifted on VE-day had come out of 
the Office of War Mobilization and Reconversion 
in over a week after Justice Byrnes resigned his 
post. His successor, Fred M. Vinson, on April 3, 
the day before his appointment was to be unani- 
mously confirmed by the United States Senate, 
said he had “no comment” to make about the rec- 
ommendation. An unidentified aide said Mr. Vin- 
son would probably “want to get his teeth into the 
situation” before making a statement on racing. 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower’s statement in a 
letter to President Roosevelt, made public on 
April 5, that there “may never be a clean-cut sur- 
render” of the German armies and that VE-day 
may come in the form of an Allied proclamation 
saying there is no longer any organized resist- 
ance, indicated VE-day might not be just around 
the corner, unless the Nazi leaders suddenly de- 
cided on unconditional surrender. 

In the meantime, General Eisenhower had ac- 
quired the services of Maj. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
who had been serving as deputy to Justice Byrnes 
in the OWMR until his appointment on March 29 
by Gen. George C. Marshall, Army chief of staff, 
to administer the civil affairs of Germany when 
that country is finally occupied. Despite the re- 
cent criticism from members of the advisory 
board of OWMR that General Clay had been too 
much concerned with the military problems of 
OWMR and too little concerned with its recon- 
version problems, leaders in racing had found him 
sympathetic with an early lifting of the ban. He 
was the first member of the OWMR to debunk the 
widespread story that absenteeism in war plants 
had been a factor in the request for the race 
tracks to close early last January. 

The heads of the nation’s race tracks, however, 
continued to feel confident that Mr. Vinson, a 
Kentuckian, would accept the recommendation of 
his predecessor. They were not so much in doubt 
about racing being allowed to resume on VE-day 
as they were apprehensive of operating problems 
likely to result from the dispersal of skilled per- 
sonnel. There has been no indication that a man- 
power ceiling, such as was imposed upon Holly- 
wood Park last winter, would not be in effect for 
race tracks after VE-day. The recent hint by 
nilitary authorities, that no men over the age of 
18 would be drafted after VE-day indicated there 
might be at least some modified relaxation of 
manpower demands for war plants, especially 
after the failure of any form of manpower bill to 
get through Congress. It appeared, paradoxical 
as it may be, that those race track employees who 
have been engaged in war work since the ban 
might find it more difficult to resume their former 
employment than those who either kept at their 
regular Turf pursuits or remained idle during the 
hiatus. 

Apparently the Government has done nothing 
to hinder the movement of stables to racing cen- 
ters in recent weeks. Most tracks have had more 
applications for stalls than they can handle, and 
it appears likely that all the tracks will have suf-

A more plentiful supply of gasoline for civilian 
use appeared likely after the termination of the 
European war, according to a statement made 
April 5 by Harold Ickes, Secretary of the Interior, 
in Washington. Mr. Ickes denied there would be 
any complete release from rationing gasoline for 
motor cars, but said vehicular gasoline for civilian 
use should be increased 50 per cent on VE-day, 
This statement has considerable importance for 
racing, because the use of gasoline by race track 
fans and horse vans has never been denied as one 
of the major factors which caused Justice Byrnes 
to make his request. If the supply of gasoline is 
more plentiful when racing resumes, the sport 
may, at least, be able to avoid the libel that its 
followers had been buying black market fuel to 
get their cars to and from the tracks. 


The Tracks Will Be Ready 


Dates for racing and the movement of horses 
to racing centers made up the main Turf news in 
the daily papers following James F. Byrnes’ 
recommendation that the sport be allowed to re- 
sume with VE-day. Some race track heads have 
indicated their reluctance to make any definite 
announcements until the end of the European 
war; others have come forth with definite plans 
for resumption on an indefinite date. 

The heads of the five New York tracks met 
last week, with George D. Widener, president of 
the Westchester Racing Association, presiding. 
Their decisions were not revealed, except for a 
statement that they would make no announcement 
before consulting with the office of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations to which, as mem- 
bers, they had delegated the authority of spokes- 
man for the sport during the racing ban. 

President Harry Parr of the Maryland Jockey 
Club, who is also president of the T. R. A., was 
considerably more articulate about the plans for 
Pimlico. No dates for spring or summer racing 
had been discussed with the Maryland Racing 
Commission until this week, Mr. Parr said, but 
he hopes to run the Preakness, as usual, a week 
after the Kentucky Derby. He said the racing 
strip of the Baltimore course had been kept in 
excellent shape during the winter and, barring a 
rainy spell, could be made ready within a week. 
A number of Thoroughbreds have been galloping 
on the course during the fine spring weather. 

Frank Small, Jr., chairman of the Maryland 
Racing Commission, last week asked the opera- 
tors of Maryland’s four major tracks—Pimlico, 
Laurel, Bowie, and Havre de Grace—to report 
this week on the earliest dates their courses could 
be opened when the ban on racing is lifted. He 
requested the tracks to submit their ideas of 
stakes and purse schedules and their preferences 
in dates. Declaring that he thought the sport in 
Maryland should be all set for resumption by 
VE-day, Mr. Small backed up Mr. Parr in recom- 
mending a schedule to permit the Preakness to 
be run a week after the Derby. 

Racing Secretary Charles J. McLennan, re- 
cently appointed general manager of Havre de 
Grace, was quoted last week as saying that he 
thought transportation restrictions would hinder 
Havre de Grace from being able to stage a meet- 
ing any time soon. The situation at Pimlico is 
more favorable, as the track is located in Balti- 
more. 

In the meantime stables continued to move to 
eastern racing centers, especially from Florida 
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and southern winter training quarters. It was 
reported that the stables at the three tracks in 
the Miami area were practically deserted by the 
first of this week. Calumet Farm has shipped 24 
horses to New York in the care of Ben Jones’ 
son Jimmy, while the famous Ben has arrived 
at Churchill Downs with 15 Calumet horses, in- 
cluding his leading Derby candidate Pot o’ Luck 
and the great race mare Twilight Tear. 

The New England tracks are probably closer 
to being ready for racing than any of the other 
eastern circuits. Narragansett Park announced 
it could open April 11, which was to be its open- 
ing day, according to dates recently granted by 
the commission in Rhode Island. Of the 300 
horses reported at the track last week, more than 
two-thirds of them were believed to be in form 
to race. 

Delaware 
likely to be able 
to schedule, especially the latter, 
do not call for racing before summer. 
of both courses have indicated their 
to open. 

The situation in Ohio is not especially clear, 
because the heads of the larger tracks have been 
protesting to the governor over his insistence 
that totalizators be installed at the major Ohio 
tracks as soon as they are available. Ohio’s gov- 
ernor is also interested in increasing the State’s 
share of the pari-mutuel take. Despite these un- 
settling circumstances, racing can be expected 
to resume in Ohio at the earliest possible date. 

The latest report from Michigan indicated 
legislation was pending to increase the pari- 
mutuel take by the State at the expense of both 
the Fair Grounds and the City of Detroit. Appar- 
ently, however, the track is ready to open at the 
first sign of the green light. 

The huge concentration of horses in central 
Kentucky and the Louisville area will make it 
easy for Churchill Downs and Keeneland to hold 
meetings at the American Turf Association 
course. As the Louisville track may be reached 
by street cars, it appears to have less of a trans- 
portation problem than any course in the country. 
If racing is permitted to resume by late spring 
or early summer, Churchill Downs appears cer- 
tain to have a banner meeting, including the run- 
ning of the Kentucky Derby. 

More than 350 horses were reported stabled 
at Hawthorne and adjacent Sportsman’s Park 
early this week, with others arriving daily. The 
Chicago racing season seems likely to open at 
the earliest possible moment, with little wrangling 
over dates. 

A possible conflict ever racing dates in Cali- 
fornia was averted last week with the declara- 
tion of General Manager William Kyne of Bay 
Meadows that he thought Santa Anita Park was 
entitled to the first dates after VE-day. Mr. 
Kyne added, though, that he would like to have a 
short meeting at the San Mateo course if Santa 
Anita was unable to open immediately after the 
lifting of the ban. 

Santa Anita Park, however, has already an- 

nounced its intention of seeking the earliest pos- 
sible dates. Now in its fifth season of idleness 
as a race course, the Arcadia track has about 
600 horses on hand for a meeting, and there are 
hundreds of others at nearby ranches and just 
south of the border at Tijuana. 
_ The Los Angeles Turf Club has announced its 
Intention of running off the complete roster of 
stakes which had been scheduled for the canceled 
winter meeting.

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DEATH OF DICK McMAHON 


ICHARD DALTON (Dick) McMAHON, for 

many years a colorful figure in trotting horse 
racing on the Grand Circuit and for about fifteen 
years manager of Calumet Farm at Lexington, 
first for William Monroe Wright and then for his 
son Warren Wright until 1940, died April 6 at his 
residence at Calumet Farm. Mr. McMahon, who 
was 78 years of age at the time of his death, had 
been in ill health for several years. After return- 
ing from his usual winter sojourn at Longwood, 
trotting horse training center near Orlando, Fla., 
he had been a patient at St. Joseph's Hospital, 
Lexington, from March 16 to April 1, when he 
was taken to his residence at the farm. 

A native of Fredonia, Kan., where he was born 
November 23, 1866, Mr. McMahon was the son of 
John McMahon, a lawyer. As a youth he became 
interested in both Thoroughbreds and harness 
horses, and he drove his first race for a side bet 
of $20 in 1887 at Westport, Mo. For many years 
he maintained training quarters at Libertyville, 
Ill., and was one of the outstanding trainers and 
drivers on the Grand Circuit, driving the winners 
of many important stakes. In 1920 he first 
trained trotting horses for William Monroe 
Wright and three years later he became head 
trainer for the stable. 

When the elder Mr. Wright began the develop- 
ment of Calumet Farm as a great trotting horse 
nursery in 1925 by purchasing the Harry Schles- 
inger place, known as Fairland Farm, he installed 
Mr. McMahon as manager, but the latter contin- 
ued to train and drive for Calumet Farm until 
1931, the year of Mr. Wright’s death. That year 
Mr. McMahon won the Hambletonian Stakes at 
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Goshen, N. Y., with Calumet Butler and the 2- 
year-old division of the Kentucky Futurity at 
Lexington with Calumet Chuck. 

After the death of his father, Warren Wright 
late in 1931 began buying up Thoroughbred mares 
and depended largely upon Mr. McMahon’s knowl- 
edge of horses in assembling his band of matrons. 
In November of that year Mr. Wright bought his 
first Thoroughbred broodmare at the Lexington 
fall sales, Nellie Morse, winner of the 1924 Preak- 
ness, which had been consigned by H. C. (Bud) 
Fisher, the noted cartoonist. She brought $6,600 
and at the time was carrying Nellie Flag, one of 
Mr. Wright’s first good stakes winners and dam 
of Mar-Kell and Nellie L. 

Mr. McMahon’s reputation as a judge of Thor- 
oughbreds continued to grow after he picked out 
ten yearlings at the 1932 Saratoga sales, includ- 
ing the stakes winner and sire Hadagal and the 
fillies Hug Again, by Stimulus, and Some Pomp, 
by Pompey. Hug Again, a good winner, is the 
dam of Sun Again, and Some Pomp was a good 
stakes winner before producing the Futurity win- 
ner Some Chance, by Chance Play, and the stakes- 
winning mare Proud One. Mr. McMahon in 1936 
inspected Chance Play at Robert L. Gerry’s Ak- 
nusti Stud, Delhi, N. Y., before buying the lead- 
ing sire of 1935 and 1944 for Mr. Wright. Of all 
the fortuitous Thoroughbred purchases by Mr. 
McMahon for Calumet Farm, however, he was 
perhaps proudest of having bought Whirlaway’s 
dam, Dustwhirl, from A. B. Hancock. The stakes- 
winning gelding Calumet Dick (1933), which died 
in Maryland last month, had been named by Mr. 
Wright for Mr. McMahon. 

After Warren Wright began building up his 
Thoroughbred nursery, he decided to dispose of 
the huge band of harness horse stock assembled

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by his father. In September of 1953 Mr. Mc- 
Mahon supervised the dispersal of 151 head at an 
auction held during the trotting horse meeting at 
Lexington. At the time of the dispersal there 
were 60 Standardbred mares at Calumet Farm, 
but several years previously there had been as 
many as 200, until Mr. McMahon had begun dis- 
posing of all but the most select. 

Before Trainer Ben Jones became 
with Calumet Farm in September of 1939, Mr. 
McMahon had kept a close supervision over both 
the racing and breeding activities of the estab- 
lishment. He usually broke the yearlings at the 
farm and advised the trainers on racing strategy. 
When Mr. Jones took over, he ceased following the 
stable around the country. In April of 1940 he 
crass his retirement as general manager of 
the farm, but continued to maintain his residence 
there, at the home of William Monroe Wright, 
which Warren Wright wanted Mr. McMahon to 
consider as his home the rest of his life. 

Mr. MceMahon’s wife died many years ago and 
his closest ct Ning relatives are two cousins, 
Mrs. Addie Jardine, of Long Beach, Calif., and 
Judge Leonard McMahon, of Salem, Oregon.

Harry Worcester Smith 


On Thursday, April 5, died Harry Worcester 
Smith, “inventor, financier, sportsman, and au- 
thor,” as the English Who’s Who described him, 
but most of all a sportsman. He died at Wor- 
cester, Mass., where he was born on November 5, 
1865, and where he maintained throughout his 
life the headquarters of his many business and 
sporting interests. 

Mr. Smith invented 


the standard automatic 
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color loom, which revolutionized the manufacture 
of ginghams, and held some forty patents on 
weaving machinery. He was largely responsible 
for the merger of several textile companies and 
on one occasion won an award of $345,000 in the 
Supreme Court for his services in connection 
with the sale of a large New England company. 

But throughout his life his major interest was 
in sports, and especially in sports having to do 
with the horse. He first gained attention as one 
of the best point-to-point riders in America, and 
in 1896 at Saratoga he “graduated from point-to- 
point” and won the Hunters Steeplechase on 
Rudolph. In the following years he was an out- 
standing amateur rider, participated in the acti- 
vities of innumerable hunt clubs and other or- 
ganizations, wrote numerous books and articles, 
collected books and pictures, and in general 
sought out all the enjoyments afforded by sports 
of the field and their traditions. 

He won the two classic steeplechase events of 
American racing, the Champion at Baltimore in 
1900, in which he rode his own horse, The Cad 
(which he was reputed to have discovered pull- 
ing a street car in Worcester), and the 1901 
Grand National at Sheepshead Bay, in which his 
horses were first and second. He rode the win- 
ner of the Meadow Brook Cup twice and of the 


Genessee Valley Point-to-Point four times. He 
was master of the Grafton Hounds, Piedmont, 
Loudoun, and Westmeath (Ireland) Hunts, or- 


ganized the Masters of Foxhounds Association of 
America and the Frank Forester Society of 
America. In the literary field he was among 
the leading authorities on steeplechasing, hunt- 
ing, and horse shows

ly through his friendship for many of its leading 
figures and his continuing scholarly interest in 
its history and development. He was not well 
known to racing people in general, but to his 
friends and to those who shared with him the 
enthusiasm for the traditions of amateur sport 
he was a unique and complete sportsman. 


J. H. Louchheim Dies 


Jerome H. (Jerry) Louchheim, a prominent fig- 
ure for many years in his native city of Philadel- 
phia, where he amassed a fortune in the contract- 
ing business, and a widely known Thoroughbred 
owner and breeder, died April 4 of a heart attack 
at his apartment in the Hotel Warwick, Philadel- 
phia, at the age of 71. He had been il! only a 
short time.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Mr. Louchheim had been associated with racing 
for a number of years, his most notable success 
being the victory of Pompoon in the 1986 Futur. 
ity. Twice his stable had garnered second money 
in the Kentucky Derby. In 1932 his Infinite colt 
Economic was second to Burgoo King; in 19387 
Pompoon, winner of the 1936 Futurity in track 
record time, finished behind War Admiral, a per- 
formance repeated in the Preakness. A number 
of years ago Mr. Louchheim and two cousins, 
Henry S. Horkheimer, of Baltimore, and the late 
Harry F. Louchheim, a New York broker, estab- 
lished a Thoroughbred nursery known as _ the 
Three Cousins Stock Farm at Hydes, Md., where 
Economic headed the stud. Pompoon was to have 
made his first season there in 1940, but the son of 
Pompey died late in 1939. 

Born in Philadelphia, Mr. Louchheim was the 
son of Henry and Caroline Kahn Louchheim. 
After attending the University of Pennsylvania, 
he entered the contracting business in 1893. He 
served as vice president and general manager of 
the Millard Construction Company and its succes- 
sor, the Keystone Construction Company, from 
1906 to 1927, and the reorganized company, the 
Keystone State Corporation, until 1933. Later he 
was a partner in the firm of Louchheim, Brown 
and MacDonough. One of the companies with 
which he was associated had been one of the main 
builders of the North Broad Street subway in 
Philadelphia and had completed the Market Street 
subway. His firms also handled a number of tun- 
nel and bridge construction projects for various 
eastern railroads. 

At one time Mr. Louchheim was chairman of 
the board of Columbia Broadcasting System and 
he was a member of the board at the time of his 
death. He was.also prominent in Pennsylvania 
politics, having attracted the attention of George 
A. Vare, older of the two Vare brothers, Repub- 
lican leaders. For a time he was allied with them 
politically, but later opposed William S. Vare 
with his own organization and was influential in 
barring Mr. Vare from the United States Senate. 

A number of years ago Mr. Louchheim was a 
stockholder in Hialeah Park. In 1937, in associa- 
tion with his cousin, Mr. Horkheimer, he leased 
Wheeling Downs, at Wheeling, W. Va., from the 
creditors of the association and installed Walter 
Donovan as general manager. Mr. Louchheim 
and Mr. Horkheimer had continued to operate the 
course until the end of the 1944 season, when a 
group of Cleveland promoters were reported to 
have obtained control. 

Surviving Mr. Louchheim are his widow, Mrs. 
Etta Lovenstein Louchheim, and three sons, two 
in the Army, one in the Navy.

No. 15. *Royal Minstrel 


IX years after he had been returned to Ireland 

and four years after his death there “Royal 
Minstrel gained a place among America’s twenty 
leading sires in 1944. His get still racing in this 
country last season won 84 races (including one 
dead heat), and $176,248 in first monies to place 
him fifteenth on the list. It was the third time 
Royal Minstrel had appeared among the leaders. 
In 1933, when his first crop raced, he was fifth, 
and in 1937 he was tenth. 

Royal Minstrel was bred at Ireland’s Confey 
Stud by the noted breeder James J. Maher. He 
was foaled in 1925, a grey son of Tetratema out 
of Harpsichord, by Louvois. Harpsichord, an Irish 
stakes Winner, was also-dam of “Hairan and the 
top-class winner and producer Qurrat-al-Ain. 

Royal Minstrel was not raced at two, but won 
his first start as a 3-year-old in the Craven Stakes 
at Newmarket without being extended at any part 
of the mile. His second start was in the Two 
Thousand Guineas, in which he was beaten a short 
head by Flamingo and Felstead. He was unplaced 
in the Derby won by Felstead, but won his next 
start in the St. James’ Palace Stakes. At Sandown 
Park “Royal Minstrel was beaten by Fairway in 
the Eclipse Stakes, and at Goodwood was second 
to Marconigram by a length in the Sussex Stakes. 
He was unplaced in the Cesarewitch, his last 
start at three. 

In his four-year-old season “Royal Minstrel 
started five times. He won his first two, the 
Victoria Cup and the Cork and Orrery Stakes. It 
was shortly after his first victory that the colt 
was purchased by John Hay Whitney from Capt. 
G. P. Gaugh for a reported $125,000. After win- 
ning his first start in the Whitney colors, *Royal 
Minstrel was second to the unbeaten 53-year-old 
filly Tiffin in the July Cup, giving the winner 17 
pounds. “Royal Minstrel’s outstanding racing 
success came in his third start for his American 
owner when he beat Fairway, Parwiz, Bosworth, 
and others in the Eclipse Stakes, carrying 136 
pounds. His final start was a second to Tag End 
in the Nunthorpe Stakes. 

After his 4-year-old racing season “Royal Min- 
strel was shipped to America where he entered 
the stud at Greentree Farm, Lexington, in 1930. 
In his first crop of nine foals, all winners, were 
the stakes winners Singing Wood and First Min- 
strel, the latter at the top of W. S. Vosburgh’s 
Experimental Handicap. The good stakes winner 
Mr. Bones was among the foals of his second crop. 
His stakes winners in subsequent American crops 
have included Court Scandal, Mill Pond, Drowsy, 
Melodist, Uneasy, War Minstrel, Night Song, 
Mountain Ridge, Royal Pam, Easy Does It, Time 
Step, Day Off, Royal Archer, Flying Streak, 
String Music, and First Fiddle. From the 170 
foals he sired in America there have been 131 
winners and 19 stakes winners. 

First Fiddle, from “Royal Minstrel’s last Amer- 
ican crop, was his top winner in 1944. The 5- 
year-old grey horse won eight races and $111,605 
and his trainer believes he will be one of the top 
handicap horses in America when the ban_ is 
lifted. 

Royal Minstrel was returned to Ireland in 
1938 and died at Capt. G. A. Boyd-Rochfort’s 
stud in 1940. Below are listed his winners for 
1944, with the color, sex, dam, dam’s sire, and 
greatest distance (in furlongs) at which they 
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won given for each. The totals differ slightly 
from that which appeared in THE BLoop-HorsE 
of January 20 since several races included in 
this compilation were not available at that time.

Peter Pan Blood in Panama 


The President of the Republic Cup, run Sunday, 
April 8, at the Juan Franco track in Panama, 
was reported as having a value of approximately 
$14,000, and thus was probably the richest race 
ever run in that country. The race was at a dis- 
tance of 1 9/16 miles and was run in 2:4045, four. 
fifths of a second slower than the record for the 
six-furlong track. 

The first three horses at the finish, in order, 
were the Argentine-bred Adrogue, the Chilean- 
bred Quatro Aces, and the Chilean-bred Isabelline. 
The winner was ridden by Alfonso Carbonell, a 
21-year-old graduate of the University of Lima 
law school who has found time to ride in Peru, 
Panama, and Mexico. 

Adrogue is a 4-year-old colt by Caliban out of 
Aciarada, by Last Cyllene. His sire, Caliban, is 
by Lombardo out of Comuna, by Jardy out of 
Canvass Back, a mare exported from Kentucky 
to the Argentine in utero in 1910. Canvass Back, 
foaled in 1911, was by Commando’s son Peter Pan 
out of Affliction, by *“Meddler.

The richest stakes run so far this year in North 
America appeared, on pre-race opinion, to be 
mainly a contest between Checkerhall and Hy- 
hustle, the latter winner of both the Stakes Jockey 
Club Mexicano and the Gran Premio Nacional, 
the first two of the “triple crown” stakes at the 
Hipodromo de las Americas for 3-year-olds. Hy- 
hustle had an enviable record as winner of ten 
races during the 1944-45 season at the Hipodromo, 
but had never met Checkerhall, an easy winner of 
his last two starts at Mexico City. The *Hairan 
colt had also run commendably with some of the 
East’s best 2-year-olds last summer during the 
Saratoga meeting at Belmont Park. On one oc- 
casion he had been third to Polynesian and Great 
Power. 

As a result, the bettors at the Hipodromo made 
Checkerhall a 13-to-10 favorite, Hyhustle was 
second choice at odds of 3 to 2. The colt Be Fear- 
less, recently purchased in Kentucky from Col. E. 
R. Bradley, had been an easy winner of a six- 
furlong race earlier last week, but he did not have 
the benefit of as much conditioning as his shorter- 
priced rivals. The Burgoo King colt went to the 
post third choice, at almost 9 to 2. 

Charles S. Howard’s General’s Aide, a son of 
Seabiscuit—Jennie Gal, by *Sir Gallahad III, and 
twice a winner at the meeting, led the way out of 
the chute leading into the main stretch, with Be 
Fearless forcing his pace and Hyhustle running 
third. Jockey Arthur Craig had Checkerhall 
under firm restraint in fourth place. General’s 
Aide continued to head the field as it moved into 
the back stretch, but soon tired. Be Fearless went 
into a narrow lead as Checkerhall moved by the 
tiring Hyhustle. On the final turn Checkerhall 
passed Be Fearless to draw away steadily in the 
stretch and win, eased up, by eight lengths. Be 
Fearless was able to save placé money by a head 
over the filly Tactful Jean, which made a bid in 
the final run. Hyhustle was fifth.

Foaled March 24, 1942, at Mereworth Farm 
near Lexington, Checkerhall was sold as a year- 
ling at the 1943 Keeneland summer sales for 
$1,100 to the Four Oaks Stable, belonging to the 
Addison brothers, of Toronto. Under the care of 
Trainer Lloyd Gentry, who has charge of him in 
Mexico for his present owner, Henry Forrest, the 
colt made his first 1944 start in March at Oak- 
lawn Park and was later sent to Canada, where 
he was second in the Victoria Stakes to Transbest, 
then his stablemate. The colt later broke his 
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maiden in Ontario, beating Optionor, considered 
one of the best Canadian-bred 2-year-olds. He 
also won last fall at Rockingham Park. Last 
winter he was sold at New Orleans to Mr. For- 
rest, a Kentucky horseman, who is now training a 
stable at Churchill Downs. Altogether Checker- 
hall has started 14 times, won six races, finished 
second twice, third once, and has earned a total 
of $17,970. He is the first American-bred stakes 
winner for his sire, “Hairan, a top-class half- 
brother to *Reyal Minstrel.

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STUD NEWS 
Death of Traffic 


N a list of recent foals sent to THE BLoop- 

HorsE the C. V. Whitney farm office reported 
that the 22-year-old broodmare Traffic, dam of 
four stakes winners, had died of a hemorrhage 
on March 19, two days after foaling a brown filly 
by *Mahmoud. Her orphaned foal has been pro- 
vided with a nurse mare. 

Bred by the late Harry Payne Whitney, Traffic 
was by Broomstick out of “Traverse, by Tracery, 
second dam the good race mare and producer Per- 
verse, by “Meddler. “Traverse had also produced 
the stakes-winning sire Transmute to the cover of 
Broomstick. 

Winner of eight races, Traffic produced a 
stakes winner in her first foal, The Bull (1929), 
by Mad Hatter, an uproarious post actor which 
won the 1931 Breeders’ Futurity and died the 
same year. Her next stakes winner was her 1931 
foal, the gelded Roustabout, by *Chicle, a winner 
of 19 races through the age of 11, including the 
Grand Union Hotel and Swift Stakes, the Rock- 
ingham Park, Roger Williams, New England, Fall 
River, and Rhode Island Handicaps. In 1938, to 
the cover of Discovery, Traffic produced the mare 
Traffic Court, one of the leading mares of 1944, 
when she won four stakes, including the Beverly 
Handicap, and earned $42,410. (A more detailed 
record of Traffic Court appeared in THE BLoop- 
Horse of February 3, page 254.) The first time 
Traffic was bred to “Mahmoud she dropped the 
bay colt Jeep (1942), which won the Youthful 
Stakes last year and placed in the National Stal- 
lion and Juvenile Stakes. 

All of Traffie’s other foals which have had an 
opportunity to race were winners. They include 
the producer Song, by *Royal Minstrel, dam of 
the Man o’ War gelding Soldier Song, victor in 
the 1944 Laurel Stakes; the winners Rapscallion, 
Trade, Traffic Rush, and Signals Bloke. The 
last-named in 1944 placed in the overnight $5,000 
Robert E. Lee Handicap at the New Orleans Fair 
Grounds. 

Traffie’s 1943 foal is a filly by 
which has been named Mush Mush.

Anna and Julia 


Anna Horton and Gentle Julia died last fall at 
the Hurstland Farm of Charles Nuckols and Sons 
at Midway, Ky. Both were 23 years old and both 
were among the principal contributors to the suc- 
cess of the farm as a Thoroughbred Nursery. 

Anna Horton, by *Wrack—Royal Message, by 
“Star Shoot, had 12 foals which lived to racing 
age, all winners, including the stakes winners 
Spanish Play and Rust. 

Gentle Julia, by Ballot—Nell Wilder, by Broom- 
stick, produced six winners, including the stakes 
winner Cousin Jo. One of her foals, High Diver, 
won 30 races. Another, Donna Julia, won three 
races at two, was put in the stud and produced 
the frequent winner Don Mariner, then returned 
to the races, resumed winning at six (1938) and 
continued to win each year until she was a 10- 
year-old in 1942, despite taking time out to have 
twins in 1940. 

It is expected that the last foals of these two 
mares will be sold in the Keeneland Summer 
Sales. Anna Horton’s yearling is by Jacomar, 
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Gentle Julia’s by Can’t Wait. Each of the year- 
lings is a chestnut colt with four white feet. 


Blue Acres and Bluefields 


H. G. Underwood, who recently sold his Blue 
Acres Farm, 11 miles from Lexington, last week 
moved to his new home, a 103-acre farm two and 
one-half miles south of Lexington on the Rich- 
mond Road. In addition to his household furnish- 
ings, the stallion Crap Shooter, and 15 mares, 
Mr. Underwood tock with him to his new place 
the name, “Blue Acres.”

Not Enough Room 


The demand for stall space at the New York 
tracks, especially Belmont Park, is the heaviest 
in history, according to New York offi¢ials, and 
the congestion is very severe, principally  be- 
cause the work of banking the turns and other- 
wise overhauling the Aqueduct course has _per- 
mitted only limited training at that track. Trainer 
James Fitzsimmons, who for years has condition- 
ed his horses at Aqueduct, would like to transfer 
some of his stable to Belmont, but it is reported 
he has so far been unsuccessful in obtaining stalls. 
Of approximately 1,600 stalls at Belmont, more 
than half are privately leased and most of the 
remainder have been allotted to transient stables. 
Aqueduct has provided a lane on the main strip 
for limited work-outs. At Jamaica the barns 
are crowded and training is proceeding briskly. 
The pressure to get stalls at Belmont has re- 
sulted mainly from the general assumption of 
horsemen that racing will be resumed first at 
the Westchester Racing Association course, if 
and when the green light is flashed.
